FABRICS: Most are SOFT, and the naturals 
lead: COTTON: Eyelet, knit, colorful 
batiste, poplin ... Burlap ... Pastel Ultra- 
suede ... LINEN: Soft handkerchief linen, 
linen look-alikes, silk linen ... RAW SILK: 
Pongee ... After Darks: TAFFETA, silk or 
synthetic, iridescent, plain or printed, in 
softly sibilant summer weights ... JERSEY, 
matte, crepe, cotton, silky ... CHIFFON, 
plain or printed ... SILK crepe de chine, 
crepe ... Lace ... CRINKLE-SILK -- CLOQUE. 





COLORS: Vibrants, particularly in two-and 
three-color combinations ... RED ... WHITE, 
white-with-color prints ... CREAMY NEUTRALS. 





THE DYER'S ART -- IKAT, BATIK, PLANGI, 
TRITAK -- is on view at the Museum of Con- 
temporary Crafts, 29 W. 53 St., N.Y., until 
Jan. 2, when it will go on national tour. 
IKAT is the wrapping of groups of yarn 
with dye-resist bindings. After dyeing, 
these bundles are unwrapped and woven 

into cloth, producing a blurred edge look. 
BATIK demands covering parts of the fabric 
with wax or paste resist to create the 
pattern. The resist is removed after 
dyeing. Best examples are from Java. 
PLANGI (tie-dye) is the process of 
variously tying, folding, rolling, gather- 
ing or covering a fabric tightly enough to 
resist the dye in those spots. The pattern 
is revealed after unfolding. 

TRITAK is a form of plangi in which the 
fabric is tightly stitched to resist the 
dyestuff for another kind of pattern. 


The richness and variety of resist-dyeing 
is seen in examples from contemporary 
weavers and dyers, along with native 
works from Java, Madagascar, Australia, 
and Africa. Jack Lenor Larsen, whose 
comprehensive book on the subject will be 
published by Van Nostrand Reinhold in 
January, is guest curator of this extra- 
ordinary assemblage of fabrics, wall hang- 
ings, garments and sashes, many from his 
own collection.
